PHI KAPPA THETA 


ALUMNI BOARD CONSTITUTION 


Article I NAME 


The name of this corporation shall be the ALUMNI BOARD of Canada Alpha CHAPTER 
OF PHI KAPPA THETA and it shall be incorporated as a non-profit corporation in 
the Province of Quebec. 


Article II PURPOSE 


The purpose of this Board shall be: to promote the physical, educational and 
Spiritual welfare of the members of Phi Kappa Theta Fraternity at Loyola College 
of Montreal. 


Article IIT MEMBERSHIP 


1. This Board shall consist of six (6) ex-officio members, three (3) Elected 
Alumni Representatives, and any number of Appointed Members, 


2. The six ex-officio members of the Board shall be the following: 


The Chapter President 

The Chapter Treasurer 

The Chapter Chaplain 

The Chapter Adviser 

The International Fraternity Governor, or his designate 

The President of the Montreal Alumni Chapter or Club of Phi Kappa Theta, 
or his designate 


The term of office on this Board shall commence immediately upon their assuming 
the office by which they are designated, and shall terminate immediately upon 
their vacating that chapter office. 


Sin The three elected Alumni Respresentatives of the Board shall be elected 
annually by the alumni members of the chapter, for a term of one year, 
from May 1 to April 30 of each year (or until their Successors are elected 
and qualified by the following method: A slate of not to exceed six (6) 
alumni (or honorary alumni) members (of this or any other chapter), shall, 
on or about March 15 of each year, be nominated by a Nominating Committee 
composed of the six ex-officio members listed in Section 2 above. Such 
Slate of nominations, in the form of a ballot, shall, on or about April 1 
of each year, be mailed to every alumnus (ineluding honorary) member of the 
chapter, and such ballot shall designate a specific date (not less than 10 
nor more than 20 days after the date of mailing) by which such ballots, duly 
marked with a vote for any 3 out of the 5 nominees, shall be returned in a 
sealed envelope, to the Chapter. Such ballots shall be retained still seal- 
ed, in the possession of the Chapter Adviser, until the date designated as 
the deadline on which such ballots, must be returned, on which date, the 
Chapter superviser, in the presence of the other ex-officio members of the 
Board, shall open and tally such ballots. Those three nominees receiving 
the greatest number of votes shall be declared elected for the next term of 
the Board, from May 1 to April 30 of that year. In the case of a tie for 
any one or more of the three positions, the Chapter Adviser shall by lot, 
select the candidate to be declared elected. The Chapter Adviser shall 
promptly notify the nominees of their election. 
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The appointed members of the Board may be any alumni (including honorary 
alumni) member of the Fraternity, or even any non-member local business 

man, faculty member or professional man, whose interest in Phi Kappa Theta 

is sufficient to qualify him to act in an advisory capacity in the affairs 

of the local chapter. Such members may be appointed for any specific term 

of years or even for life, by a three-fourths (3/4) vote of the total member- 
ship of this Board of Control itself. This total includes those whose member 
ship has been achieved through Section 2, 3 and 4 herein. 


But only such persons as are actively interested in the affairs of the chapter, 
and are able and willing to attend the regular meetings of the Board, shall 
be qualified for election or appointment to membership on the Board. 


Article IV - OFFICERS 


The officers of the Board shall be a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, a secretary, 
a Treasurer and an Auditor, who shall be elected from the membership of the 
Board, by the members of the Board, at its first meeting held after May lst 
of each year, 


The Chairman shall preside at all Board meetings, and his powers and duties, 
unless otherwise provided in the By-Laws of the Board, shall be those vested 
in the presiding officer by Robert's Rules of Order. 


The Vice-Chairman shall assume all the powers and duties of the Chairman, in 
the event of his absence or incapacity. 


The duties of the Secretary, Treasurer and Auditor shall be such as are 
prescribed in the By-Laws of the Board or élsewhere in this constitution. 


Article V-MEETINGS 


Regular meetings of the Board shall be held in the City of Montreal, Province 
of Quebec, quarterly, in the first week in February, May, September and 
November of each year; and special meetings may be held at any time on call 
of the Chairman. 


Written notice of all regular and special meetings shall be given to all 
members of the Board at least (7) days in advance of such meeting. 


Notice of the first regular meeting of the new Board in May of each year, 
shall be mailed to all members of the Board, by the Chapter Adviser and the 
Chapter Adviser shall conduct the first meeting of the Board until such 
time as the new officers of the Board are elected and qualified. 


Any seven (7) members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of the ordinary business of the Board, and a majority vote of those 
present shall be sufficient to pass any motion of the Board, unless otherwise 
prescribed in the By-Laws of this Corporation. 


The Board may select from among its own members an Executive Committee having 
whatever powers the Board shall decide to delegate to such Committee. No 
limitation is placed on the Board in selecting such an Executive Committee 
from among those whose membership obtains from Article ITI, Section 2, 3 and 


4, 


as all members have equal status, as they take their seats on the Board 


corporation, except that the Chapter Adviser should ordinarily be one of 
those selected. 


Article VI POWERS AND DUTIES 


The duties of the Board shall be as follows: 
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to supervise the chapter finances 
to approve the annual or semester budget of the active chapter 
to receive and examine reports from the undergraduate chapter Treasurer, 


and to recommend action in regard to these reports 
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to approve major expenditures made by the active chapter 

to hold title to real property for the active chapter* 

to act as trustees of the chapter building fund and/or alumni fund 

to supervise the appointment and dismissal of all employees of the 
active chapter, including paid undergraduates, if any 

to annually approve the undergraduate chapter treasurer, and 

to examine into the case of any active who is delinquent in his accounts 
payable to the chapter, and to recommend to the active chapter suspension, 
expulsion or other disciplinary action in regard to such member 

to act, if so delegated by the National Board of Trustees as the active 
management of the undergraduate chapter if the chapter is put on alumni 
receivership status, probation or reduced to colony status by the Inter- 
national Fraternity 


The Board shall have power to elect or appoint any other officers or commit- 
tees as it shall see fit, or to appoint an Executive Committee to carry out 

any of its duties or powers, and to adopt such bylaws and rules and regula- 

tions for the government of its business, as it shall deem advisable. 


Article VII FINANCES 


It shall be the duty of the treasurer of the active chapter, in full con- 
sultation with the Chapter Adviser and the Chairman or Treasurer of the 

Board of Control, to submit to the Board an estimated budget for the en- 
suing school year at the May or September meeting of the Board each year. 


It shall be the duty of the Board to approve or disapprove the active 
chapter budget, and if disapproved, no expenditures may be made by the 
active chapter under such budget, until a new budget is adopted. 


The Board shall appoint a member of the Board, preferably not an active 
member, to countersign all checks drawn on the active chapter treasury. 


The financial records of the undergraduate chapter shall be open to the 
inspection of the Treasurer or Auditor or Chairman of the Board, upon 
due notice from the Chairman of the Board, 


The Auditor of the Board shall approve a system of financial records and 
reports to be kept and made by the undergraduate chapter Treasurer. 


The Auditor of the Board shall see that the undergraduate chapter Treasurer 
forwards reports on the financial condition of the active chapter, at such 
times as are designated by the International Fraternity and the College. 


Article VIII AMENDMENTS 


This Constitution may be amended by a three-fourths vote of the total 
membership of the Board at any regular or special meeting of the Board, 


Any by-laws adopted by this Board, may be amended by a majority vote of the 
total membership of the Board, at any regular or special meeting of the 
Board,
